The FY2003 Wireless E-911 PSAP Funding Report True-up Worksheet is enclosed for your review. The
supporting documentation for the expenditures accompanies the worksheet.

Our call load data is estimated and has been derived from our manual records, and data provided by the
i poria Police Communications PSAP, who currently serve as the pri PSAP while we develop primary
AP capability for Greensville County.

The anticipated expenditures for FY2003 included only the costs for wireless 911 trunk lease and personnel.
Due to equipment installation delays, the trunks were not installed until September 2003 and thus we did not
expend all the requested funds in FY2003. We are anticipating that our reimbursable expenses during FY2004
will exceed the amount requested (including the FY2002 carryover) and|request that we be permitted to
carryover $4032.00 into FY2004 to reimburse those expenditures. The pdditional expenses we have incurred
are for changes required by the Magic Call Accounting system and Pyxis Logging Recorder to accommodate
the limited equipment installation space available.

When we filed our FY2002 True-up, our scheduled cutover date was December, 2002 and thus we requested,
and were granted, a carryover of the balance of unexpended funds for FY2002 into FY2003. However there
have been substantial delays with equipment installation, resulting in a successful equipment installation date of
September 2003 and a promised cutover date of December 2003. No billing has been provided to the County to
date. Therefore we are requesting that the FY2002 carryover of $58,368.67 be extended to be reconciled with
the FY2004 True-up. F

Thank you for your support of our efforts to develop the PSAP that will serve our Greensville County
community. o
